Vapours are Water rarify’d, not 
thinner than the Air, for then they would 
be invilible, but fo {pungy and loofe, that 
bulk for bulk they weigh iefs than the Air, 
even as Smoak does, and therefore the get- 
ting under them preffvs ‘em upwards. As 
for your Objection abyut a Culinary Fires 
drawing up the Steam of Water, it’s a Mi- 
ftake, tor the Fire is uader the Water; bat 
fuppoie it was above it, it would put the 

. Surface thercof into a brisk Motion and Fer- 
mentation, and thereby loofe and rarifie the 
uppermoft Particles of Matter, ‘till being 
lighter thanthe Atmofphere, they would be 
forced upwards by the heavier Body thrult- 
ing under them.
